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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to the Request for Continued Examination filed 
October 4, 2007. All previous rejections have been withdrawn unless stated below. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1,2,5 and 6 are objected to because of the following informalities: a 
"comma" should be inserted in between poly(maleate) and poly(amide). Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 - Anticipation (New Rejection) 

Claims 1, 2, 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Gaffar (4,138,477). 

Gaffar discloses compositions and methods for controlling mouth odor. Anionic 
polymers are incorporated into the compositions and include polyvinyl phosphate. The 
anionic polymers constitutes about 0.1 to 10% by weight of the oral composition (col. 3, 
lines 49-58). Fluorides such as sodium fluoride and stannous fluoride are incorporated 
into the compositions and provide fluorine ions at a concentration of 0.01 to 1 percent 
(col. 10, lines 24-37). Therefore when stannous fluoride is used as the fluoride source, 
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stannous ions comprise 0.03 to 3.12 percent (300 to 31200 ppm) of the compositions. 
The reference anticipates the claims insofar as it discloses an oral composition 
comprising a poly electrolyte such as a copolymer of phosphate and a stannous ion 
source. 

Claims 1,2,5 and 6 are rejected. 
Claims 1,2,5 and 6 are objected. 
No claims allowed.
